To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come — ■ 
Greeting. 

A.  W.  Gray,  I  WHEREAS  by  section 
Minister  of  Lands.  \  V  V  49  0f  the  “  Water 
Act,  1939,”  it  is  provided  that  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  may  incorporate  a  tract  of 
land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an  improve¬ 
ment  district : 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant 
to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
tract  of  land  hereinafter  described  and  the 
owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into  an  im¬ 
provement  district  under  the  said  Act  and  has 
made  further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect 
hereinafter  appearing : 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  That  certain  tract  of  land  comprising  Dis¬ 
trict  Lots  1317,  1445,  and  1634;  those  parts  of 
District  Lot  1325  covered  by  Registered  Plans 
B  481,  B  586,  1387,  and  1746  (except  Block  5 
of  Registered  Plan  1746)  ;  those  parts  of  Dis¬ 
trict  Lot  1483  covered  by  Registered  Plans 
B  1228  and  1746,  and  all  subdivisions  thereof 
in  the  Kamloops  Division  of  Yale  District  and 
the  Kamloops  Land  Registration  District,  and 
the  owners  of  the  said  lands,  are  incorporated 
into  an  improvement  district  under  the  “Water 
Act,  1939,”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  there¬ 
of  and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Barriere  Irrigation  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and 
operation  of  works  for  the  diversion  and  stor¬ 
age  of  water  and  all  matters  incidental  thereto.

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  shall  be  British  subjects 
who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and 
are  not  disqualified  from  voting  in  an  election 
under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are 
owners  of  land  in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore 


described,  and  the  persons  qualified  to  be  candi¬ 
dates  at  the  said  election  shall  be  the  persons 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  their  wives 
and  husbands. 

6.  George  Mayson,  of  Barriere,  B.C.,  shall  be 
Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trus¬ 
tees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote 
and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date 
of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  a  conspicuous  place 
at  the  post-office  at  Barriere,  B.C.,  a  notice 
signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place 
of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting 
and  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether 
or  not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  quali¬ 
fied  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said 
meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes. 
Each  qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast 
one  vote  for  each  of  three  candidates.  In  case 
of  a  tied  vote  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have 
a  casting-vote,  whether  qualified  as  aforesaid 
or  not.  He  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  and  shall  advise  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  are  cast  at  the 
general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6 
hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1946,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  are 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1945,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  are 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1944,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  candidates  receive 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  of  the  candidates  elected  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next,  the  second,  and  the  third  suc¬ 
ceeding  annual  general  meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall 
be  held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the 
improvement  district  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be 
held  between  February  15th  and  April  15th  in 
each  year  for  the  following  purposes : — 

(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  condition  of  the  works  and  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
improvement  district : 

( b .)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district : 

(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

( d .)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or 
Trustees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or 
vacancies  that  has  or  have  occurred  or 
is  or  are  about  to  occur  among  the 
Tnistees. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  gengral 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  post-office  at 
Barriere,  B.C. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
bv  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a 
British  subject  and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or 
older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any 
Board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of  such 
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land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any  owner 
of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent, 
or  insane,  and  is  not  disqualified  from  voting 
in  an  election  held  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  and  the  wife  or  husband  of  any 
such  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate 
for  and  to  hold  the  office  of  Trustee,  but  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  or  be  a  candi¬ 
date  for  Trustee  or  hold  the  office  of  Trustee 
while  there  is  owing  to  the  impi'ovement  dis¬ 
trict  in  respect  of  the  land  held  by  him  or  her 
or  by  his  wife  or  her  husband  any  taxes,  tolls, 
or  other  charges  other  than  those  levied,  fixed, 
or  charged  by  the  Trustees  within  one  year  of 
the  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall 
have  authority  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chair¬ 
man  may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file 
with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that 
the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote 
at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the 
holding  of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall 
file  with  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a 
true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting.

“  GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
Order  in  Council  No.  1033,  approved  the  29th 
day  of  July,  1938,  be  rescinded  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  substituted  therefor: — 

“  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  clause 
( d )  of  section  68  of  the  ‘  Game  Act,’  being 
chapter  108  of  the  ‘  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,’  that  portion  of  the  Province 
hereinafter  defined  be  set  apart  as  a  game 
reserve,  to  be  known  as — 

“  North  Vancouver  Game  Reserve. 

“  That  tract  of  land  situate  and  lying  in  the 
District  Municipalities  of  North  and  West  Van¬ 
couver  and  that  further  portion  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  lying  to  the  north  of  the  said  municipali¬ 
ties  described  as  follows: — 

“  Commencing  at  the  summit  of  Mount  Sey¬ 
mour  due  east  of  the  Lower  Seymour  Creek 
waterworks  intake;  thence  due  west  to  the 
Seymour  Creek  watershed  gate  just  south  of 
the  Lower  Seymour  intake;  thence  southerly 
along  the  west  bank  of  Seymour  Creek  to  the 
Old  Scott  Ranch;  thence  westerly  along  the 
trail  leading  from  the  Old  Scott  Ranch  to  the 
Rice  Lake  Road;  thence  westerly  along  the 
Rice  Lake  Road  to  the  corner  of  Lynn  Valley 
Road  and  Dempsey  Road;  thence  westerly  along 
Dempsey  Road  to  Centre  Road;  thence  north¬ 
erly  and  westerly  along  Centre  Road  and 
Grouse  Mountain  Highway  to  the  4 Ms-mile  sign 
near  the  hairpin  turn  about  1  mile  west  of 
the  toll-gate;  thence  in  a  south-westerlv  direc¬ 
tion  along  what  is  known  as  the  ‘  Old  Skip 


Trail  ’  to  Mountain  Drive  near  the  Mosquito 
Creek  intake;  thence  north-westerly  along 
Mountain  Drive  and  across  Mosquito  Creek  to 
the  intersection  of  Mountain  Drive  and  the  Old 
Scenic  or  Scout’s  Trail;  thence  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  following  the  east  side  of 
the  logged-off  lands  along  the  westerly  foot¬ 
hills  of  Grouse  and  Dam  Mountains  to  a  point 
due  east  of  the  Capilano  waterworks  intake; 
thence  westerly  through  the  Capilano  intake 
to  the  summit  of  the  mountain  range  due  west 
of  said  intake;  thence  northerly  following  the 
western  boundary  of  the  Greater  Vancouver 
Water  Supply  Area;  thence  following  the 
northern  and  eastern  boundaries  of  said  water 
supply  area  to  the  summit  of  Mount  Seymour, 
the  point  of  commencement. 

“No  person  shall  at  any  time  hunt,  trap, 
take,  wound,  or  kill  any  game  or  carry  a  fire¬ 
arm  of  any  description  or  place  any  trap  or 
other  device  which  can  be  used  for  trapping  or 
killing  any  game  within  the  area  of  the  above- 
described  game  reserve;  except  by  virtue  of  a 
permit  authorizing  the  carrying  of  firearms  or 
traps  over  or  across  the  said  game  reserve  or 
the  capture  therein  of  animals  or  birds  for 
the  purpose  of  propagation  or  authorizing  the 
destruction  therein  of  predatory  animals  or 
birds.”

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 


such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬
